Status of the application 

1 . Applicants' response to restriction requirement and arguments filed on 9/25/08 is 
acknowledged.

Group II, claim(s) 21 and 23-38, drawn to a process for a process for producing a 
fluorlnated and silylated derivative, comprising the step of reacting a derivative of 
formula (I), Rf-Y-O-D with a base, where Y is an aminoalkylene group; 

Group III, claim 39, drawn to a reagent composed for a weak base and a compound 
of formula (I). 

3. The Inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general Inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
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corresponding special technical features for tlie following reasons: Tlie reactant in the 
group I has a carbonyl group in the formula (I), whereas group II has an aminoalkylene 
group in the formula (I). Both are patentably distinct compounds. Group III claims are 
drawn to a reagent, which is different from the process claims of group I and II. Each of 
the above groups is belongs to a divergent subject matter, and there is no common 
technical feature to combine the groups, and hence the restriction is proper.
